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THE U. S. DUST BOWL: Its artist is a Texan portraying ‘man’s mistakes” 


‘wenty years ago a boy worked on a cattle ranch in the 

Texas Panhandle. He watched “suitcase” farmers pour 
into “the finest grazing lands,” plow up grass roots where 
plow had never broken land before, plant wheat and corn 
for the lucrative boom market. Many a time he heard old 
ranchers say: “If you plow up this land, it will blow away.” 

‘The boy did not want to be a rancher. Instead he 
haunted art classes at the Denton Normal School, learned 
all he could; drifted up to the Minneapolis Art Institute, 
Iearned a little more; hung around the New York art gal- 
leries, tried to teach himself, Finally he decided that his 
best chance to enjoy life as well as paint life was in his old 
home ‘Texas. So home he went. Soon there were years of 
drought (in Texas they call it “drouth”), years of dust 
storms which rolled in black waves over his State and, 
under his very eyes, melted the grassy plains down to a 
hot, arid, lifeless desert. ‘The prophecy he had heard in 
his youth was coming true. 

Moved to express “scathing denunciation of man’s per- 
sistent mistakes,” Alexandre Hogue became the artist of 
the U. S. Dust Bowl. On these two pages you see his best 
Dust Bowl paintings. Abandoned farms smothered under 
dunes of dust, broken fences, red skies sterile of rain; 
machinery—once the pulsing engine of the farm—foun- 
dered beside cadavers of cattle: these impressed Artist 
Hogue so powerfully that he invented for them a new 
technique. He calls it “psychoreality.” By placing sym- 
bols together in neat geometric patterns, he hopes to 
produce a “superrealism” that will make the obser- 
ver not only see the Dust Bowl, but also feel its heat, its 
despair, its anguished death, the tragedy of its farmers.

For Londoners this was the first manifestation of an 
important political shift, It meant that Stanley 
Baldwin had left the Prime Ministry of England and 
that Chancellor of the Exchequer Neville Chamber- 
lain had taken his place. ‘The big black cat was 
the first member of the Chamberlain house- 
hold to move into the Minister's official residence 
from which the Baldwin household had just moved out. 

‘Though many in his office have been more brilliant 
and more colorful, Stanley Baldwin will go down in 
history as a great.

A potent discharge of carrionlike gases accompanied this 
impressive sight. Industrious botanists and pressmen present retreated before 
the stink but soon returned to study this Sumatran plant flowering for the 
irst time in America. No more astounding than its rapid growth was its sud- 
Jen decline, ‘The week before flowering it rose 214 ft, to its 814 ft. maximum, 
When it bloomed, the flower, green outside, maroon inside, spread to 12 ft. in 
sircumference in the form of an inverted bell. ‘The bloom flourished and 
smelled for two days, then died. Amorphophallus t:tanum’s evil smell is nature's 
ay of attracting carrion insects to it for pollination. They hop on the male 
lower at the base of the bell, collect pollen, carry it to the female flower. 


"The full bloom of the Krubi shown here lasted only two days. The green and maroon 
sheath was then chopped up. Small strips were distributed to botanists for analysis.

He must have died that day. But 
whatever aid he got came too late, 
hunger and privation had wasted his 
body and the merciless sun had dried 
him up.
